HESE are the commands, not of man, but of GOD, who hath ſolemn- 

ly - « That he will not hold him guiltleſs, who taketh his 
name in vain.” And dareſt thou, whom he can inſtantly deſtroy, both body 
and Soul in hell, —dareft thou bid defiance to the Almighty, and wantonly 
incur that guilt, that expoſeth thee to the dreadful effects of his eternal diſ- 
pleaſure 2 M hat is it that can tempt thee to a crime, ſo heinous in its nature, 
and ſo fatal in its conſequences? Doſt thou not thyſelf acknowledge that 
ſwearing is an unprofitable fin ? And wilt thou bring thyſelf under the penalty 
of DAMNAT10N for that which thou knoweſt will not profit thee ? How often 
haſt thou perjur'd thyſelf, through want of thought, or in the madneſs of thy 
mirth, or in the fury of thy paſſion, thou haſt ſworn by Gop to the Truth of 
what thou didſt not know to be true; yea, too often didſt know in thy heart 
to be a falſhood > Wouldſt thou be willing to ſtand upon record convicted of 
perjury, before an earthly tribunal ? And ſhouldſt thou not tremble to think, 
of how many perjuries thou will hereafter ſtand convicted at the judgment 
ſeat of Gor ? Didſt thou ever conſider what DAMNATION means ? When 
thou calleſt for damnation on thyſelf, wouldſt thou be willing God ſhould give 
thee that horrid wiſh ? When thou damneſt thy blood, or when thou damn— 
eſt thy neighhour, is thy heart ſo void of humanity and pity, as really to de- 
fire the everlaſting curſe to light on him or thyſelf ? If thou doſt defire it, 
thou art a monſter, a devil, and not a man. If not, why doſt thou in thy haſte 
or anger, raſhly imprecate on thyſelf or others a vengeance, that muſt fall on 
thine own head, without a ſpeedy repentance?

Set therefore a watch over thy mouth, Swear 
not wantonly, prophanely, or falſely, by the awful name of Gop. Curſe 
not thyſelf or others, who are made after the ſimilitude of Gop ; but remem- 
ber, © That to fear Gop, and keep his commandments, is the 8 duty of 
man; and that Gop will bring every work into judgment, with every ſecret 
live, whether it be good, or whether it be Evil... + , - 
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Let not this riſe in judgment againſt yu. 
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
